Thomas  Dixon,  the  senior,  was  born  in  Shel- 
by, .V  C on  the  6th  of  July,  1854/  In  his 
boyhood  he  read  with  great  interest  the  ser- 
mons ol  C H,  Spurgeon,  the  eloquent  Lon- 
don preacher,  and  through^hem  received  an 
aspiration  to  preach  the  Gosbel.  He  con- 
fessed Christ  a.  a country  meeting  house  when 
he  was  eleven  years  of  age,  and  his  father 
had  ihe  )oy  of  baptising  him  in  a running 
mountain  stream.  His  retentive  memory 
g uned  him  some  attention  in  the  village 
school,  and  at  fifteen  years  of  age  he  entered 
Wake  Forest  College,  of  N.  C , and  at  nine- 
teen was  graduated.  It  was  daring  bis  senior 
year  that  he  thoroughly  determined  to  devote 
his  lue  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  although  he 
had  been  studying  for  the  law.  ' 

Mr  Dixon  preached  his  first  sermon  when 
he  was  eighteen  years  old,  and  accepted  . his 
first  pastorate  at  nineteen,  and  was  ordained 
to  the  Gospel  ministry  at  the  age  of  nineteen. 

Daring  the  nine  months  in  which  he  served 
two  country  churches  just  one  hundred 
names  were  added  to  the  membership,  while 
scores  of  others  made  a public  confession  of 
Chnat.  The  Rev.  A.  C.  Dixon's  pistorate 
waa  at  Chapel  Hill,  the  seatot  the  University 
ot  S.  C. . and  as  a result  of  one  meeting  in 
which  he  preached  every  day  for  more  than  a 
month,  about  one  hundred  students  of  the 
University  became  Christians,  many  of  whom 
arvnow  leading  men  in  the  State.

Tbis 
will  entail  a very  heavy  portion  of  this  burden 
upon  the  Baptist  churches  in  Texas.

It  haunts  us  by  day  and  by  night  It 
disarranges  our  plans,  thwarts  our  purposes 
and  blights  our  progress.  Some  of  these 
debts  were  made  for  new  buildings  and  have 
been  kept  until  the  buildings  are  getting  old. 
Some  were  made  for  repairs,  others  for  ex- 
penses. Whatever  may  have  been  the  cius* 
for  making, thrm  is  n it  so  important  now  aa 
bow  to  get  rid  of  them  with  their  blighting, 
dwafing,  baneful  influence.  They  constantly 
rise. and  show  their  spectral  faces  to  discour- 
age any  and  every  advance  in  the  Master’s 
work.  They  disiTact  the-  pastor  and  defy  the 
deacons.  I believe  we  ought  to  consider  this 
subject  seriously  and  make  a great  movement 
to  rid  our  churches  of  these  burdensome, 
dwarfing,  destructive  evils.  What  would  one 
think  of  a great  army  starting  out  for  battle, 
eich  man  with  a heavy  load  tied  on  hii  back.

Is  defined  to.be  a festival  annually  observ- 
ed in  memory  of  the  birth  of  Christ.  Its  ori- 
gin ia  not  clearly  known.  Kitto  says,  "In 
the  Bible  there  is  no  instance  of  a birth  day 
celehration’aruoifg  the  Je*s  themselves.  That 
of  Herod  (Mat.  14:16)  the  celebration  of 
wbese  birthday  cost  John  the  Baptist  his 
head,  can  scarcely  Ije  regarded  as  such;  the 
famdy  to  which  he  belonged  being  notorious 
for  adopting  ^heathen  customs.  The  later 
Jew*,' at  leasts  regarded  birvh-diy  customs  and 
celebrations  as  pait  of  heathen  or  idolatrous 
worship."  *■ 

It  is  said  that  Telesphorus,  Bishop  of  Rome, 
in  tha  early  part  of  the  second  century,  order- 
ed divine  service  ta  be^celebrated,  aneji  an  an- 
gelic hymn  to  be  song  the  night  before  the 
night  of  the  nativity  of  Christ. 

How  far  this  extended  we  do  not  know;  for 
it  is  stated  that  before  the  council  of  Nice, 
which  was  assembled  by  order  of  Constantine 
i i the  first  part  of  the  4th  century,  none  of 
the  fathers  speak  of  any  such  festivals.  An- 
gudme,  a prominent  Christian  writer,  who 
lived  in  the  close  of  the  4th  century,  af'er  the 
council  of  Nice,  mentions  four  festivals  that 
were  observed  in  his  day,  and  says  that 
Christians  of  his  d«y  observed  Christmas  al- 
so, or  a day  of  Christ's  na’ivily  as  a festival.' 
t>ut  he  considered  it  of  later  origins  and  less; 
sacred  than  the  other  festivals.  Among  the 
new  institutions  introduced  by  Constantine, 
it  seems  the  commemoration  cf  Christ’s  ad- 
vent appears.  At  first  it  was  one  of  the' most 
movable  of  the  festival  days,  and  cehb  atel 
by  the  Eastern  churches  in  the  ■ months  of 
April  and  May,  but  by  the  Western  churches 
on  1 he  35th  of  December. 

Moaheim  says:  ’-'The  Western  Cbri-tians 
alwa>s  observed  the  35th  of  December.  Some 
among  the  Catholic,  and  many  among  the 
Protestants,  think  that  day  was  chosen  be- 
cause it  was  a day  on  which  the  Romans  cel- 
ebrated their  festival  of  the  sun’s  passing  the 
so'siice  and  beginning  to  re; urn  northward — 
a tit  emblem  ot  the  approach  of  the  San  of 
R'ghteousQ&ss  toqiorta's.  , 

In  the  4th  century,  JnMus  L*t,  Bishop  of 
Rome,  ordered  an  investigation  to  b:  made 
concerning  the  day  of  Christ's  nativity.  The 
result  of  the  inquiry  by  the  theologians  of  ihe 
l .ast  and  of  the  West  was  an  agreement  upon 
the  a 5 of  December.  The  chief  grounds  for 
the  decision  were  the  tables  of  the  censors  in 
the  archives  of  Rome  Although  in  the 
opinion  ol  some  of  the  fathers,  there  w's  n t 
authentic  proof  of  the  identification  of  the  day, 
yet  the  decision  was  accepted,  and  from  that 
time  the  33th  of  December  was  accepted. 

Tbe  Christian  Era  was  instituted  by  Dio- 
•tynins,  * Christian  writer  who  flourish'd  at 
Rome  in  the  first  half  of  the  6th  century. 
Being  familiar  with  Greek,  he  collected  acd 
translated  a body  of  canors,  made  a collection 
of  the  decrees  of  tbe  Roman  pontiffs,  acd, 
among  other  wijiings,  he  composed  a P.  schal 
Cycle  of  97  years,  commencing  A.  D.  527. 

In  tbe  last  work,  he  proposed  that  Christians 
should  use  the  lime  of  Christ's  birth  as  their 
era.  which  propo  al,  after  a time,  was  frllow- 
e«t.  Hence  the  Christian  Era  was  c tiled  the 
Diony-ian  era.  Now  it  is  generally  admitted

disappeared.  Reluctantly,  because  in  those 
karlier  days,  which  now  seem  so  long  ago, 
though  really  not  distant,  the  religious  week- 
ly was  able  to  minister  to  the  spiritual  life  of 
Christian  families  iu  a manner  which  the  less 
leisurely  conditions  of  the  present  time  seem 
to  forbid. 

The  fundamental  principle  underlying  the 
making  of  a newspaper  is  necessarily  a utilita- 
rian one:  the  paper  must  be  such  that  it  will 
be  read,  and  read  with  interest  and  profit,  by 
the  average  member  of  its  natural  caustituen- 
cy.  The  avtraye  reader  to-day  dem  inds  con- 
densation and  variety.  We  have  of;eu  dis 
covered,  to  our  sorrow,  that  coutr  buted  or 
editorial  articles  that  much  exceed  the  limits 
of  a short  column  are  rated  "long"  and  cor- 
respondingly neglected  by  the  very  pe  pie  for 
whom  they  are  intended.  This  is  a condi- 
tion, not  a theory.  It  has  diminished,  simply 
by  the  operation  of  the  la wr  of  deintnd  and 
supply,  the  number  of  sermons  published,  of 
long  articles  on  devotional  or  biblical  topics, 
of  that  fine  aud  finished  editorial  homily 
which  our  friend  calls  the  "regular  editorial." 
In  their  place  have  come,  by  a general  m ive- 
ment  affecting  nearly  all  the  denominational' 
weeklies,  .brief  articles  emphasizing  a single 
germinal  spiritual  id  a,  a singles  featue  of 
religious  progress,  a single  practical  sugges- 
tion for  church  woik. 

If  we  were  askt  d to  g>ve  a perfectly  frank 
reply  to  our  friend’s  inquiry,  about  the  relig- 
ious editorial,  we  should  say  that  the  religious 
material  in  our  best  religious  papers  is  better 
than  ever  before,  but  that,  whether  our  best 
Teligious  papers  is  better  than  ever  before,  but 
that,  whether  from  a decline  of  family  relig- 
ion, or  family  leisure,  or  the  taste  for  spiritual 
things,  the  religious  papers  are  not  half  read. 
There  is  not  too  little  religion  iu  them,  but 
actually,,  it  would  almost  seem,  loo  much. 
The  rtmedy  for  this  lies  with  the  reader.
